The other was a case of a dog 
that appeared well to his master 
Sunday morning, but during the day 
developed some sort of trouble. 
Possibly “running fits," or possibly 
rabies, and was found dead that 
evening by the creek, without any 
marks of external violence. The dog’s 
head has also been sent off to the 
state laboratory for examination. 

Ttiese cases call for some comment. 

Rabies, or hydrophobia is a highly 
fatal disease caused by a living or¬ 
ganism too small to be seen with a 
microscope, that is what we call a 
“filterable virus.” There are, how¬ 
ever, in the brain and spinal cord of 
animals or people dying of rabies, I 
certain peculiar bodies that can be| 
seen with a microscope, and are not 
found in any other condition. These 
are called “Negri” bodies, after their 
discoverer, Negri. It is these Negri 
bodies that are searched for in the 
heads of animals which we send to 
the laboratory to be examined for 
evidence of rabies. 

Rabies is commonly supposed to 
occur only in the warm weather, but 
as a matter of fact, it occurs at all 
times of the year. Dr. Rosenau of 
Harvard says that it is in fact more 
prevalent in the cold weather. Re 
garding the relatives danger of bites, 
Dr. Rosenau also states, that “wolf 
bites are the most dangerous on ac¬ 
count of the savage character of the 
wound and the virulence of the 
virus. Cat bites come next and then 
dog bites.” 

All animals that suckle the young, 
(including man) are susceptible. 
Even some birds have been infected 
with the virus. There is an instance 
from antiquity of the death of a, 
king who was bitten by a mad 
squirrel. 

Space does not permit a long dis¬ 
cussion here of this interesting sub¬ 
ject. There are three important les¬ 
sons, however, here for the people 
of Morgan county, who, about two 
years ago, lost one of their citizens 
to this cruel disease. 

The first leson is: Every dog and 
cat in the county should be vacci¬ 
nated against rabies, which can be 
done at the slight cost of about 
twenty-five cents a head, or even 
less in large quanities. 

The second leson is: Whenever 
any one is bitten by an animal that 
is suspected of rabies, DO NOT KILL 
THE ANIMAL; BUT SHUT IT UP 
SO THAT YOU CAN WATCH IT 
AND SEE WHETHER IT DIES. If 
it has rabies it will certainly die. 

If it has rabies that has gone far

received today from the State Health 
Laboratory a report on the examin¬ 
ation of the cat’s head, as follows: 

“Regret to advise that the cat had 
been killed by a shot in the head 
which so damaged the brain that 
the bacteriologist was able to dissect 
out only a small portion of the hip¬ 
pocampus major or Ammons horn 
for examination, other portions were 
too badly damaged for identification. 

A miscroscopical examination of 
four slides failed to show the pres¬ 
ence of Negri bodies, but the num¬ 
ber of slides prepared and the na¬ 
ture of the material was so unsatis¬ 
factory and bloody that we cannot 
state definitely that this animal was 
negative for rabies. 

If the animal showed symptoms 
suspicious of rabies, would advise 
treatment as a precautionary meas¬ 
ure to anyone bitten or exposed to 
infection.

enough to afect its behavior, it will 
die in three or four days, more often 
in one or two days. After the animal 
has died,’ then get a pair of rubber 
gloves and with gloved hands cut off 
the head, pack it in a can that can 
be soldered tight shut, and pack this 
can on ice in a larger can, which is 
to be soldered shut, and sent to the 
laboratory* 

The third lesson is, that even tho 
you may have been bitten by a 
rabid animal, you can be saved from 
a horrible death by taking the Pas¬ 
teur treatment. In all doubtful cases 
the Pasteur treatment should be 
given, and will be given by any 
physician, or by the Health Depart¬ 
ment, if the bitten person will only 
make his plight known before it is 
too late. 

All persons who have been bitten 
by animals should set themselves 
the task of guarding over the ani¬ 
mals that did the biting until it can 
be found out whether rabies was 
the cause. NEVER KILL THE ANI¬ 
MAL, but SHUT IT UP AND LET 
IT DIE IF IT WILL, FROM THE

FARM MANURE 

A ton of farm manure put on to¬ 
bacco land may be worth $5 to $10, 
says S. C. Jones of the Kentucky Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture in a leaflet dis¬ 
cussing the value, conservation and 
use oi manure. At the Greenville 
Experiment Field manure increased 
the yield of dark tobacco by 510 
pounds to the acre, increased the val¬ 
ue of the crop. Manure also increased 
the returns from corn, wheat, clover 
and other crops. 

Jones places the annual value of 
the Kentucky farm manure crop at 
$40,000,000. However, he believes 
that $16,000,000 worth of manure is 
wasted annually. Manure is the farm¬ 
ers’ cheapest and best fertilizer, he 
declares. Its use should be supple¬ 
mented with phosphate. 


TOBACCO QUOTA 

The County Agricultural Conserva¬ 
tion Committee of Morgan county has 
received the 1939 tobacco acreage 
quota from the State Office. 

The quota for Morgan county this 
year is 2398 acres. This is something 
like a 10% reduction from last year’s 
quota. This, however, according to 
the supervisor reports of 1938, is as 
much as was raised in Morgan county 
in 1938. 

With this reduction in allotment 
to the county, it will naturally mean 
that the committee will have to make 
some reduction in farm allotments 
for 1939.

In Kentucky, practically all 
the mineral supplements ever needed 
are calcium and phosphorus. When 
needed or when the feeder is not 
sure his feeds contain as much of 
these two minerals as his livestock 
require, ground limestone can be 
kept before the stock in a self feeder 
or steamed bone meal or both. If 
the animals need the supplements 
the ywill eat it. 

Grains are rich in phosphorus and 
legume hay is rich in calcium. If 
both are fed no supplement is needed. 
Grain and grass hay require a cal¬ 
cium supplement. Grain alone re¬ 
quires a calcium and phosphorus 
supplement. 

Distillery slop is low in carbohy¬ 
drates and calcium and rich in phos¬ 
phorus and protein. Alfalfa or legume 
hay will supply the deficiency of I 
calcium but there is danger of the 
animals getting too much protein as 
the legumes are rich in protein as 
well as in calcium and phosphorus. 
Feeding trials have shown that the 
best results are obtained, in feeding 
distillery slop to cattle, by giving the 
animals access to finely ground lime¬ 
stone and by feeding a grain to sup¬ 
plement the carbohydrates of the 
mash. Thousand-pound steers will 
eat two or three ounces of ground 
limestone per day.
